Soviet troops captured the rail 
junction of Pomashnaya, eastern 
terminus of the German east-west 
railroad across the Lower 
Ukraine, according to an earlier 
announcement made by Premier 
Stalin in an order of the day. 
Pomashnaya is 123 miles north of 

Odessa, and its capture means that 
the Germans now will have to fall 
back to that Black Sea port for 
next rail links between their bat- 
tered Ukrainian forces. 

In his special order of the day 
broadcast from Moscow, Premier 
Stalin said the important towns and 
rail junctures were taken by storm 
and said the two had “been made 
by the Germans into powerful 
strongpoints in their defences,”

ALLIED HEADQUAR- 
TERS, Naples, March 18,— 
Waves of Allied bombers 
smashed at the German lines 
around the Anzio beachhead 
below Rome today while New 
Zealand troops methodically 
reduced stubbornly resisting 
enemy pockets in the rubble 
heap of Cassino. 

A dispatch from the beachhead 
said the ait attack appeaered to 
be one of the heaviest of the cam- 
paign in that sector, indicating 
that the Allied command may be 
hitting the Germans around the 
21-mile perimeter with a pulver- 
izing blow similar to Wednesday's 
raid, which destroyed Cassino in 
an effort to break the eight-week 
stalemate there.

British Infantry, U.S. Engineers

erican engineers, landed by|

strip and land base behind| 
Japanese lines in north central 
Burma and placed a strong 
force squarely across supply 
lines linking the enemy’s 
northern and southern armies. 

Details of this daring assault 
were disclosed today, nearly two 
weeks after the operation estab- 
lished a strong Allied position 
more than 100 miles south of 
where Chinese and American 
regiments are driving southward 
to clear the way for a new sup- 
ply line to China. 

The green-clad British and In- 
dian infantry forces were flown 
into the Burma jungle from India 
bases by a special Air Commando 
task force, first proposed at the 
Quebec conference of Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and President 
Roosevelt. 

Commanded by Col. Philip G. 
Cochran, of Erie, Pa., the special 
air unit was whipped into shape by 
the United States Army Airforce 
as a solution to the problem of get- 
ting a strong ground force into the 
heart of Burma without struggling 
through the mountainous jungle. 

The bold attack caught the 

Japanese completely by surprise. 
Allied forces established the air 
base and fanned out into a 
widening offensive east and west

The ruling circles seek to conceal 
the lack of successes of the Jap 
anese armed forces on almost all 
fronts. It is apparent now that 
Japan's plan to inflict a blow 
upon Burma has failed. 

“The Japanese fleet will not 
dare begin active operations any 
more, The British and Ameri- 
cans enjoy unchallenged super- 
jority on a number of sectors of 
the front. The Japanese citizen, 
accustomed to trumpets of vic- 
tory, is coufused. He cannot un- 
derstand what has happened to 
the ‘despised British and the un- 
warlike nation,’ America.”

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At the Dniester 


Their’ Bug river line turned, smashed 
and captured, the next natural barrier 
behind which the fleeing German forces 
from the Ukraine might hope to make a 
stand is the Dniester. This broad stream 
is the eastern boundary of the disputed 
province of Bessarabia, which has changed 
hands three times in the life of the present 
middle-age generation. 

At the Dniester the Nazis, according to 
their idea of geography, have been driven 
out of southern Russia, while the Russians 
may claim they have to be pushed back 50 
to 100 miles farther before Soviet territory 
has been cleared of them. 

Whether the routed and thoroughly dis- 
organized fugitives can be halted behind the 
Duiester and .whipped into a new “blood 
line” in quick time will probably be seen in 
a matter of days, for the Red Army “aval- 
anche” is rolling at their heels and may 
sweep across the water barrier without 
delay. To the north, too, around Tarnapol 
is the Russian First Ukrainian army. A 
week ago this army was striking south, no 
doubt with a view to capturing crossings 
of the upper Dniester and thus turning the 
new Nazi defence line before it was formed. 

There is a fair prospect therefore that 
the fast-stepping Hitlerites may count the 
river as just another mile-stone on their 
road to safety somewhere in the interior 
of the Balkans, 

One important result of the debacle in 
the Ukraine is that the Russians are only 
250 miles from the Ploesti oil fields, which 
can be bombed and burned at will by the 
Red air force. But the fields may not be 
bombed. The Russians may think it better 
business to try to capture the wells as 
going concerns, and thus secure immediate 
use of the oil. 


V. 
Costs of Education 


The Canadian Teachers’ Federation has 
submitted to a House of Commons commit- 
tee a brief which requests Dominion Gov- 
ernment education grants to the provinces 
so that the children of all sections of Can- 
ada will have equal educational opportun- 
ities. 

No argument has to be advanced to 
prove to the satisfaction of everyone that 
far too little money is being spent on edu- 
cation, The pitiful salaries paid to teachers, 
for instance, illustrates the highly ineffec- 
tive policy which seeks to secure a first- 
class result from a fourth-class expendi- 
ture. 

And education is a primary need. The 
effectiveness of democracy is based on the 
enlightenment of the people, Without ade- 
quate and uniform enlightenment there 
can be no true democracy, 

But if the Dominion Government is 
going to be asked, quite justly, of course, 
to assume part of the costs of education, 
why not go further and ask the Dominion 
Government to set up a department of 
education which would not only see that 
education is adequately financed, but that 
education reaches uniform standards 
throughout the whole Dominion? 

At present there are nine systems of 
education in Canada. Some of them are 
roughly correlated, it is true, but there is 
no systematic effort to keep them in line 
so that the conception of Canadianism 
held in the East is constantly approximat- 
ed to the conception of Canadianism held in 
the West. 

It would seem that if Canada is going 
to be a united and harmonious nation, a 
uniform system of education is quite as 
essential as a fully financed system of 
education. 

The Canadian Teachers’ Federation has 
moved in the right direction, It has not 
moved far enough.

Here’s Hoping 


At Washington a committee of the 
House has devised a simplified scheme for 
collecting income taxes, which it is said 
would relieve thirty million taxpayers of 
the task of making out returns. 

Income tax payers in Canada will sit up 
and take notice. If a simplified plan is 
possible in the United States it is possible 
in Canada; and it is ¢ertainly no worse 
needed there than here, If it lies within 
the wit of man to abolish the harrowing 
business of making out elaborate returns, 
or to even so simplify the questionnaire 
that the taxpayer will know how to get the 
right answer, the harrassed and growingly 
impatient taxpayers in Canada will surely 
demand that the scheme be adopted here 

There are several respects in which the 
income tax system in Canada badly needs 
revision, Some of these have been widely 
discussed and it can hardly be that revision 
will be neglected at the present session. 
Among the faults of the present law i: 
that no man who is not a qualified ac- 
countant can make out his income tax re- 
turn and know that he has done it cor- 
rectly. But if he hasn't done it correctly 
he can be pounced upon and made to pay 
penalties, regardless of the mistake being 
obviously nothing other than a mistake, 
and even if the incorrect return was made 
more than two decades before the error is 
detected. 

The income tax law makes every person 
his own assessor and collector, The calcu- 
lation of how much he has to pay should 
surely be so simple that any one of ordin- 


ary intelligence can do the job accurately. 
But as matters stand half the taxpayers, 
or more than half, have to get someone 
who is skilled in accountancy to help fill 
in the forms. And when they have done 
so they will not know for certain that the 
proper amount has been remitted until 26 
years have elapsed. 

On paper income taxation is the fairest 
of all means for collecting revenue. But as 
it stands, Canada’s income tax system is 
the most mysterious, baffling and unfair 
in the whole list of tax devices. It will have 
to be revised—in the direction of simplicity 
and in some other important respects—or 
one of these days there will be a popular 
revolt; not on the part of the “big shots”, 
but among the middle class taxpayers, 

A Stockholm correspondent described 
Herr Goering as standing among the ruins 
of Berlin, “gazing vacantly” at the sky.

Soviet Russia went farther than the 
democracies in “recognizing” the Badoglio 
Government. Britain and the United States 
accepted the cabinet as a co-belligerent, 
but did not bind themselves to support it 
after Rome has been captured. Marshal 
Stalin is nothing if not a realist. In King 
Victor and Badoglio he sees the one 
authority in Italy that can rally a large 
measure of support to the Allied cause, 
and gives it his full backing. This should 
count for something with the communists 
and others at Naples who have been de- 
manding that the Allies have nothing to 
do with the King and his adviser. The 
protesters are now left in the position of 
posing as more esent than Stalin. 

Nazi raiders bombed London and 
Naples the same night. In neither case was 
the raiding force a large one. Together 
they amounted to only a fraction of the 
number sent over from Britain every day 
to carry on routine straffing of minor 
targets in France, the Low Countries or 
western Germany. If the sorties were in- 
tended to impress the Allies with the 
might of the luftwaffe in offensive action 
Goering might better have kept his planes 
at home. If they represent the best he can 
now do in the way of air blows in enemy 
territory the raids were a give-away. The 
more likely purpose was to give Dr. 
Goebbels a text for a cheer-up talk to the 
down-hearted home folks.

Whatever rehabilitation program 
emerges from Ottawa after being 
bandied about by the members will 
be an indication of our economic 
policy in the post war years. 

Now the most important thing is 
how any of the plans can be put 
into effect financially, and how they 
will affect the people. 

Liberal theory: Borrow money 


I want to suggest a middle course 
where we can indulge in free en- 
terprise, both as individuals and as 
a nation, and where we will be 
neither slaves to the power of 
money or the power of the state. 

My plan is: 

1. Give the government control 
of the issue of all money and credit. 


2. Put a definite limit on the 
amount of money an individual may 
have or retain, say $50,000. He may 
accumulate this in a year or a life- 
time, but any surplus to that amount 
would be taxed 100 per cent. by the 
government. 


3. To ensure proper control of 
money and eliminate hoarders, tax 
evaders, sinking funds and other 
non-contributing factors, money 
could be dated calendar style and 
exchanged every year. This would 
give the government control of all 
money, keep it constantly in cir- 
culation and, I think, eliminate most 
of our social and economic prob- 
lems.

What is needed here isa 
breathing space, a patch of green

faith in this growth, let me urge its 
members to begin to provide for 
these breathing spaces now. 

Property will never be cheaper, 
And now is the time to plan for 
downtown parks and general beauti- 
fication. 

A beautiful city is never built of 
patchwork. It is planned years in ad- 
vance. It is madé to grow along con- 
sidered aesthetic lines. 

Edmonton should have a beautif!- 
cation plan covering the next fifty 
years and should resolve to com- 
plete some unit of it, however small, 
every year. 

If the city council has the vision 
we think it has, it wiil begin that 
planning immediately. And it will 
start with a full block of green 
park immediately north of the Mac- 
donald hotel,

ed a strong one. It’s a fool idea

Any failure on

POWER TAKEN BY FARRELL

the Argentine Republic

We should face the reality that 
the Allied air forces are engaged 
in a tough fight against terrific 
opposition. Present indications are 
that we are winning, but there is 
no room for complacency about the 
cost of the victory. 


MAN-SIZE JOB 

Those who press impatiently for 
a land invasion of the continent 
must comprehend that this great 
air battle is the indispensable pre- 
liminary, It's not an easy or com- 
fortable substitute for invasion but 
a most difficult and expensive pre- 
paration, Experience from Dunkirk 
to Anzio has left no doubt that the 
Luftwaffe must be knocked out 
before the major invasion effort is 
undertaken. That's a man-size job 
and its achievement, now being at- 
tempted, ought to be reported and 
comprehended without illusions. 

To grasp the magnitude of the 
undertaking, let us look at a single 
week for which we have fairly com- 
plete, though somewhat contra- 
dictory reports: the week of Feb- 
ruary 20th through February 26th. 
An Associated Press summary 
states that Allied airmen knocked 
down 644 enemy planes. Our losses, 
it appears from another source, 
were 387 bombers and 37 fighters, 
a total of 424 aircraft. 


Superficially this sounds most 
,Satisfactory. The “box score” 
seems encouraging. The optim- 
istic angle is highlighted in some 
reports by reference to the fact 
that during the heaviest week of 
the Battle of Britain the Germans 
lost only 491 planes, compared 
with the 644 of their aircraft 
accounted for in their own skies 
this week. 

But a closer analysis discloses 
that the picture is a lot more grim 
than surface appearances indicate, 
To begin with, our official statistics 
indicate only the losses over Ger- 
man-held territory—the losses, that 
is to say, which the enemy knows 
anyhow, There are always addi- 
tional losses, over the Channel, the 
North Sea, or at other points be- 
yond the German lines. More im- 
portant, numbers tell only a small 
part of the story, We cannot check 
off bombers weighing fifty or sixty 
thousand pounds against fighters 
weighing one-fifth as much; ar 
bomber crews of 10 men against 
fighter crews of one or at most 
two men,

Of all the ways there are tuo 
cultivate a real feeding problem, 


the most effective is to embark on 
a “forcing” project. The moment} 
food is forced it becomes distaste- | 
ful. Food is meant to appease hun- 
ger, to appeal to appetite and to 
satisfy the child’s body needs 
When the child eats because it} 
satisfies the parent, the habit is 
antagonistic to the first two and | 
eventually to the third. 


Hard, as it is to do, sometimes, 
the opposite tactics work better. 
When the child regularly leaves 
some food on his plate, and has 
to be wheedied or forced to fin- 
ish it, decrease the size of the 
portions. If he wants more to 
eat that is splendid, if he doesn't, 
then all we accomplish by larger 
portions is to develop a habit of 
leaving uneaten food. That is 
wasteful, almost criminal in these 
days. 

Remember in preparing food to! 
have an eye for color. Combina- 
tions of all pale foods appeal to no 
one, Give some, but not too many | 
chewy foods, so the child will en- | 
joy the exercise, and yet not be} 
worn out chewing. Put touches of 
crisp, erackly foods along with the | 
soft ones. A piece of crisp toast 
(not tough) or zweiback, or bacon 
or a sliver of chilled carrot or tur- 
nip or celery, cut in an attractive 
way, will make the meal more in- 
teresting, 

One may help any child to the 


. ‘ 


last few mouthfuls,. if, without 
help, he is willing to eat 
them. If he turns his head or 


dodges the spoon or pushes our 
hand away or needs bribes to get 
them swallowed, take it for grant- 
ed his hunger is appeased. Wait 
then from four to four and one- 
half hours before presenting 
more food, That'll give him time 
to develop an appetite.

War 
Kitchen 


By GAYNOR MADDOX 


Here's straight talk on the vital 
problem of packing a lunch box to 
keep the workers happy and well. 
It's from Julia Kiene of the West- 
inghouse Home Economics _Insti- 
tute, 

Every day, whether or not meat 
is available, a lunch box should: 
1, Nourish—that is it should con- 
tain milk or a milk-food; bread; a 
protein food such as meat, poultry, 
fish, eggs, cheese or perhaps baked 
beans, and fruit or vegetables. 2. 
It should taste good—a hot food, a 
sweet and a tidbit tucked in as a 
surpise will help appetite appeal. 
3. It should carry well—if it doesn’t, 
it may not get eaten! 

The work they do makes a big 


difference. All workers need the 
same foods but the active work- 
er needs more energy foods— 


bread particularly—and more fruits 
and vegetables to help turn that 
bread into energy. Three substan- 
tial sandwiches are none too many 
for a husky man doing active work 
—and he'd probably like a piece of 
pie, too, along with the milk, fruit 
and vegetables. One sandwich, plus 
the other recommended foods, is 
probably enought for the not-so- 
active worker—two may be needed 
for someone who's moderately act- 
ive. The night shift worker is apt 
to have a finicky appetite, so go 
strong on variety and pack lunches 
attractively. 

Some do's and don'ts to guide 
you: Do used mixed fillings of 
several ingredients, moistened with 
dressing, rather than always slices 
of lunch meats. Do keep sandwich- 


es moist. Heavy waxed paper is 
the secret. Do include a hot food— 
soup, cocoa or other hot drink, 


meat stew or baked beans— they're 


always welcome. 


Don't skimp on the butter. Don't 


get in a rut. Vary the sandwich 
fillings, the drinks, Fill a jar with 
a pudding one day, a salad the 


next. There’s nothing more dreary 
than “sameness” day after day.

Always Made Welcome 


Cantankerous Individuals Forfeit Right to Reverence 
By Earlier Neglect of Others; No Friendship, 
Kindness Shown Them 


The constant complaint of old 


people is that they are neglected 
nobody pays them attention, and 
especially do they consider them- 
selves martyrs when their children 
do not want them to live with them. 


{It is true that the elderly are often | 
bitterly lonely, but when this hap- 


pens it is invariably their own 
fault. It is because they have done 
nothing to endear themselves fo 
others. For there is no other im- 
pulse more deeply implanted in the 
human heart than reverence for 
age, and when old people fail to 
receive the deference that they feel 
is due them it is because they for- 
feited their right to it by their 
conduct. 

But to be loved we must be 
loveable. To be wanted we must 
make ourselves desirable. And 
this is a cold, hard fact that the 
old only too often ignore. They 
think that age gives them the 
privilege of dispensing with all 
the decencies of civilized society 
and of making themselves as 
disagreeable as possible to all 
with whom they come in contact. 
Some wonder that such cantan- 
kerous old people as these are left 
to stew alone in their own bitter 
juices and that no one beats a path 
to their doors to try to cheer and 
amuse them, Small wonder that 
the children of these parents do not 
want Father and Mother to come 
and live with them when they are 
perfectly aware that the old people 
would disrupt all the peace and 
happiness of their homes. 

They know only too well that 
neither Father or Mother would! 
make the slightest effort to be} 
agreeable guests. On the contrary, 
they would find fault with the food, 
criticize fhe way the children were 
brought up, interfere with every- 
one’s personal habits, and feel that 
they had just as much right to boss 
their middle-aged sons and daugh- 
ters as they did when they were 
babies in rompers. 


KINDNESS BRINGS REWARDS 
We have to have our cards of ad- 
mission to the party and if we still} 
get in after we are old, it is because 
we have qualified for it. We have 
been pleasant and agreeable com- | 
panions. We have bound friends to | 
us by a thousand ties and little at- | 
tentions and kindlinesses, and we | 
haven't let ourselves get cranky 
and opinionated. So we are still 
asked out to dinner, and often in| 
our seventies are greater belles |

teen. 

And whether our children want 
us to come to live with them or | 
not depends upon whether we | 
are going to be an infliction, or a 
pleasure. If we are the sort of | 
old people who are grumpy and | 
set in their ways and who make 
fetishes of all their little habits |

Nakina, in northern Ontario, and 
being absent about 18 hours, it was 
learned last night. 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
said Jaeschke was a member of the 
German air force and Fend and 
Oesken naval ratings. The men 
were picked up at Nakina by some 
Unted States army personnel and 
are being held in custody there 
pending arrival of an escort to take 
them to their intended destination. 

The three were on transfer at 
the time oftheir escape and left 
the train during Thursday night.
